A. R. Report No. 4 


Official Report No. 4 from the Advanced Registry 
office carries the names of the four latest additions to the 
list of Holsteins above 1,000 Ibs. fat in the United States, 
making 92 that are registered on the books of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, in addition to 
twelve more that appear only on the books of the Canadian 
Association. These four represent all sections of the 
country, New England (Mass.), the Middle Atlantic 
States (Penn.), the Middle West (Minn.) and the Pacific 
Coast (Calif.). The semi-official monthly production of 
all four may be found in this issue of The World. 


At the head of the list is Sparrow Hawk Johanna, 
owned by A. S. Deysher, Reading Pa.. with 1,110.47 Ibs. 
fat (1,388.08 lbs. butter) from 28,028.9 lbs. milk. Next is 
Dutchland Aaggie Olive owned by F. F. Field Holstein 
Trustees, Brockton, Mass., with 1,057.19 lbs. fat (1,321.48 
Ibs. butter) from 32,106.6 lbs. milk, closely followed by 
Zampa Aurelia Segis Pontiac, owned by J. L. Sebastian, 
Wasco, Calif., with 1,050.35 lbs. fat (1,312.93 lbs. butter) 
from 29,303.7 lbs. milk. Last but by no means least is 
Grahamholm Colantha Segis Maid, owned by Christopher 
Graham, Rochester, Minn., with 1,033.28 lbs. fat (1,291.6 
Ibs. butter) from 33,811.6 lbs. milk in only 344 days. She 
freshened very shortly after the close of her test, quali- 
fying her 305-day World’s Record of 32,155.1 lbs. milk 
containing 974.43 lbs. fat of 1,218.03 lbs. butter. All four 
records have been given more or less extended treatment 
in previous issues. 2

Her full 
sister, Aralia De Kol Pontiac Mead, is listed in this 
report with her second 1,000-lb. record. 

Producers of better than 1,000 lbs. butter in the heifer 
classes in this report include Surprise Zampa Muller with 
27,899.5 Ibs. milk, 1,093.31 lbs. butter as a senior four- 
year-old, owned by Berylwood Stock Farm, Hueneme, 
Calif.; Golden State Rag Apple Prilly with 24,847.3 Ibs.

owned by Kai Schwensen, Spartanburg, S. C.; Graham- 
holm Elecey Segis Colantha, with 25,708.8 lbs. milk, 1,108.1

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URING most of the past year the Washington market, 
D a market which consumes about 35,000 gallons of 

milk, has been burdened with a surplus of from 8,000 
to 12,000 gallons of milk per day. According to the laws 
of supply and demand even a small surplus of any com- 
modity on a market will cause a very considerable drop 
in the price of that commodity. We would then expect 
that with a surplus of from 20 to 35%, that there would 
have been a tremendous drop in the price, and there 
would unquestionably would have been if this surplus 
milk had been placed on the open fluid milk market. 
However, the farmers have an association known as the 
Maryland-Virginia Milk Producers Association with a 
membership of about 85% of all dairymen shipping to 
Washington. They own a surplus plant in Washington 
where this surplus milk is handled. This has kept this 
surplus milk off the fiuid milk market, and has thus pre- 
vented a complete price smash. However, it has not pre- 
vented the lowering of the price of milk to the farmer, 
as this surplus milk which has been manufactured, 
prought manufacturing prices which are considerable 
pelow the fluid milk price and has thus lowered the gen- 
eral price level. 

In order that all members should share alike in taking 
care of this surplus, a pooling plan was inaugurated 
whereby the same price is paid to all members for a given 
class, grade and test of milk, regardless of whether it is 
shipped to a dealer or to the surplus plant. Of course 
there is a differential for grade, test, etc. It has been pos- 
sible to do this by the deduction of a brokerage from the 
regular milk price. This brokerage which also takes care 
of the upkeep of the association has amounted to about 
4 cents a gallon most of the year. The continued large 
surplus this fall also prevented the regular fall increase 
in the price of milk. 

This condition has brought forth two very important 
problems for the farmers supplying this market to solve. 

First—How to get rid of the surplus. 

Second—How to cut the cost of production in order to 
be able to make a profit at the lower price levels. 

There are two ways to get rid of the surplus. First, to 
cut down feeding, and second to get rid of all low produc- 
ing, unprofitable cows known as “boarder” cows. WBither 
one of these methods will get rid of the surplus if carried 
far enough, but let us see what effect each method has 
on the cost of production and profits. 

A number of farmers this fall have adopted the former 
system, not so much to cut out the surplus, as that prob- 
lem they believe belongs to the officers of the association, 
but because they say they cannot afford to feed high 
priced feed at the present price of milk. True, they 
cannot, and never will be able to feed high priced feed at 
a profit to their low producing, “boarder” cows, and most 
dairy farms have them. But at the same time they cannot 
afford not to feed their good cows sufficient to keep them 
at their high producing level because they will be produc- 
ing the most efficiently when producing close to their 
normal ability. The study of several thousand Cow Test- 
ing Association records made in this state this past year 
shows that within the limits of good dairy practices there 
is a direct relation between production and cost of pro- 
duction and profits. In other words the higher the produc- 
tion per cow, if the production is secured by feeding ac- 
cording to good dairy practices, the less it costs to 
produce a gallon of milk and the more profitable she will 
be. Now when we cut down the feed on a cow, below 
what she should be getting according to her production, 
Wwe undoubtedly cut down production, and thus increase 
the cost of production and decrease the profitableness of 
the cow, and so are in a worse fix than before. Here is 
what the records show on the Prince William and Fair- 
fax No. 1 Cow Testing Associations, all of whose members 
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ship to Washington. According to their 1923 records it 
cost almost 2 cents a gallon less to produce milk from 
cows that produced about 6,500 pounds of milk than from 
cows that produced only 5,500 pounds of milk for the year. 
At the same time on 1923 prices the cows making 6,500 
pounds of milk a year made $21.95 more income over feed 
cost than cows only producing about 5,500 pounds. 
Suppose we had a herd of 24 cows whose average produc- 
tion was 6,500 pounds, which is a fair average production, 
and we cut down on our feeding so that the herd only 
averaged 5,500 pounds for the year. Then according to 
these figures we increased the cost of producing milk 
almost 2 cents a gallon and cut down our income $21,95 
per cow, or for the herd of 24 cows we cut down our 
income over feed cost $525.80 for the year. If we had cut 
out enough of the surplus to increase the price it would 
slightly better these figures, but we surely have not solved 
the problem of lowering the cost of production. 

Now let us come to the second method the elimination 
of the low producing or “boarder” cow. The “boarder” 
cow is really responsible for the present situation. If all 
of the cows that did not pay for their keep and whose 
milk is shipped to Washington were eliminated, there 
would be no surplus, it would be more than wiped out. 
Our Mr. A. D. Lynch, director of the Dairy Marketing De- 
partment of the Illinois Agricultural Association, very well 
states the case of the “boarder” cow, when he says, 
“The farmer who has cows not worth the milking and who 
sells milk from such animals in competition with that of 
efficient cows, is guilty of unfair trade practice and is 
largely responsible for the present surplus of dairy prod- 
ucts. Dairymen who flood the market with milk of 
“boarder” cows are unfair and unwise business men be- 
cause they cut prices for other producers in addition to 
their own self-inflicted personal loss.” Referring again to 
the figures of the Fairfax County No. 1 and the Prince 
William County Cow Testing Associations we find that 
cows producing about 7,500 pounds of milk a year produce 
milk at a feed cost of fully 2 cents a gallon less then cows 
producing 6,500 pounds or 4 cents a gallon less than cows 
producing only 5,500 pounds. The 7,500 pound milk cows 
also made $26.79 greater income over feed cost than the 
cows producing 6,500 pounds. Again if we had our herd 
of 24 cows whose average production is 6,500 pounds of 
milk, and by cutting out six “boarder” cows, we were able 
to raise our average production for the remaining 18 to 
7,500 pounds we would lower our cost of production 2 
cents a gallon or 4 cents over the other method, we would 
have just about the same income over feed cost, and a 
larger profit due to lowering the labor cost interest and 
other overhead and we would have relieved the market of 
21,000 pounds of milk during the year. An examination of 
the records of some of the herds shipping to Washington 
would give us more striking figures than the example just 
used. A recent study of the records of one herd showed 
that the upper half of the herd showed a larger profit 
than the whole herd. By getting rid of the “boarder” cow 
the present surplus problem would be solved. 

The next question is how to find the “boarder” cow.’ 
It is not what a cow does at one particular time of the 
year, it is what she does over the whole year’s time that 
makes her profitable, or unprofitable, and the best, surest 
and cheapest method of finding that out is by joining or 
organizing through your County Agent and the Dairy 
Specialist from the College, a good Cow Testing Associa- 
tion, and not‘only finding out the “boarder” cow, but also 
finding out your cost of production, and other facts which 
will enable you to put your dairy on a straight business 
basis, the same as any other business. With the present 
situation we must get rid of the “boarder” cow and have 
more efficient herds. The most practical way to do this 
is through cooperative Cow Testing Associations.

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Show Ring Problems 


EFERENCE was made in the report of the annual 

meeting of the National Dairy Association to the 

resolution adopted in relation to a conference on 
the matter of show ring classifications. From this con- 
ference, it is hoped not only to work out improvements 
in the classifications but also to bring about greater uni- 
formity in this respect at the leading fairs. The principal 
fairs will be invited to send representatives to this con- 
ference and the breed associations and dairy press will 
also be invited to participate. 

The subject is one that should claim the best thought 
of the breeding industry. Our fairs are an important 
factor in the improvement of our breeds and any move- 
ment to increase the efficiency with which our fairs can 
work in their relationship to breed improvement should 
claim the serious thought of all breeders. We urge 
thorough discussion of the subject in advance of the forth- 
coming conference and we are glad to extend the use of 
our columns to any of our readers who may have con- 
structive thoughts, suggestions’ or criticisms to offer. 


The question of regulations to govern Advanced Regis- 
try classes will probably bring out the widest divergence 
of opinion, if the present regulations at the various fairs 
may be regarded as a criterion. As these classes are 
usually operated, we do not believe their complete eli- 
mination would be a cause of serious regret. Their funda- 
mental purpose, of course, is to give recognition to a 
combination of type and proven production in a way that 
would be educational not only to breeders directly par- 
ticipating but to the ring side gallery. This purpose 
seems to us to be very largely lost under any system of 
credits, which does not provide for final placings while 
the animals are still in the ring. 

On the other hand, we believe these classes are of 
doubtful value when they are simply a duplication of the 
open classes with the untested cows eliminated, as was 
the case at the National and Waterloo this year. New 
regulations were in force at these two shows this year, 
which provided that any animal exceeding the fat require- 
ments for entry in the Advanced Registry by 50% or 
more was eligible to compete and then the awards were 
made simply on the basis of type. Under this plan there 
is little incentive to exhibit in these classes our highest 
record cows which may be along in years and showing 
some slight effects of their hard work. In fact, since the 
last National we have observed in some of the publica- 
tions not in close touch with the breeding industry un- 
favorable comment on the tyre of such great cows as 
Segis Pietertje Prospect and May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead because of the fact that they did not place higher 
in the Advanced Registry class. This, of course, is an 
injustice as both of these cows in their prime were 
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extremely creditable representatives of the breeg tro 
the standpoint of type and are still good enough SO that 
with a fair differential on the basis of their producto, 
would be right up among the leaders in any Advance 
Registry class. At some state fair shows, the basis for 
these classes rests upon short-time tests. This phage of 
the question, of course, must always depend Somewhat 
upon local conditions. 

Another much discussed question is as to the Policy 
of extending the requirement that animals shown must 
be bred by exhibitor. At the National, this already applieg 
to the calf and yearling classes. This is another of those 
questions that permits plenty of argument on both Sides 
In favor of the idea, it may be argued that our shows yi] 
mean more from the standpoint of breed progress and 
constructive breeding when the greatest number are 
shown by the men who bred them. On the other hand 
such a requirement definitely limits the market for desir. 
able show animals for the breeder who may not be ip a 
position to-bring out his own string for exhibit. Thig 
angle of the case ought to be given most careful consid- 
eration before rules are adopted that will generally ex. 
clude such animals from our shows unless exhibited by 
the man who bred them. 


Among the lesser important differences in classifica. 
tion may be noted the variation in policy in the matter 
of classes for three-year-old bulls and for junior calves, 
In general, it seems to us that a three-year-old bull js 
showing at something of a handicap in competition with 
those of more mature years, although many of our smaller 
shows will doubtless contend that a special class for this 
age would seldom be filled well enough to be especially 
interesting. There would seem to be no reason, hoyw- 
ever, for argument in the matter of calf classes. While 
these baby classes are almost always attractive, they 
really mean very little as a basis for selection and cop- 
structive breed improvement. 


There are many other matters that might profitably 
be discussed at such a conference, including the subject 
of plurel judges as operated at the National, the question 
of the number of years a judge may profitably serve at 
any one fair, etc. We hope the whole question may be 
thoroughly reviewed at this time while the lessons of the 
1924 season are all fresh in mind and when the thoughts 
developed may be of some service to the conference to 
be sponsored by the National Dairy Association.

We understand that Mr. W. B. Barney, Chairman of 
the Prize Committee of the Holstein-Friesian Association, 
has gathered some very interesting information regarding 
the development of our shows during the past few years. 
It will be remembered that for the shows of 1923 and 
1924, the Holstein-Friesian Association of America has 
been the only national breed association to continue the 
policy of making direct grants of money as an addition to 
the premiums offered by the fair associations. While our 
shows have made most gratifying increases in numbers 
of cattle of our breed exhibited and also the number of 
exhibitors, we understand that the reports gathered by 
Mr. Barney indicate that the other breeds, without any 
direct grants of prize money, have made increases prac- 
tically comparable to ours. 


This raises the question as to whether or not the in- 
vestment of approximately $20,000 a year by our Asso- 
ciation has been a good one. Without having had an 
opportunity to make a careful anlysis of the data Mr. 
Barney has collected, we are inclined to believe that the 
situation between the breeds is not quite comparable and 
that the investment has been a good one for our Associa- 
tion, speaking from the standpoint of the welfare of the 
industry. We believe the facts would show that a larger 
proportion of the Holstein exhibitors have pbeen small 
breeders, men who might not have been quite so ready to 
bring out their animals if the larger prize awards had 
not been available and that in the Channel Island breeds 
a larger percentage of the exhibits have come from men 
of means whose show ring activities would figure more 
largely in the professional class. 

The subject of continuance of the prize awards will 
be up for consideration when the Executive Committee 
meets in Cleveland on December 29 to prepare the budget 
for 1925. We know that in the past the entire Board of 
Directors has been very much in sympathy with the idea 
of encouraging the showing of our cattle in every way 
possible and we hope that no adverse action will be

The lesson here is not against doing the expedient or 
economical thing if that kind of service will serve the 
purpose. It is rather that it is often expensive. in the end 
to put up with incompetence under the guise of economy 
or expedience for the job where skill is required—in 
short, to turn the barber loose on the oculist’s job. It 
applies to the selling of cattle at auction, to advertising 
your herd or building up a high class breeding establish- 
ment—any job, in fact, in the field of the specialist. The 
man best fitted to do the particular job you have to be 
done is the man it will pay you to hire even though the 
first cost of his services may seem high to you. There is 
nothing so expensive as incompetence.

To All Interested: December 9, 1924. 
TI am advised through preliminary reports and by 
wire that the Holstein-Friesian cow, Eco-Sylv Belle 
Pietje 665344, has for the second time shown a pro- 
duction of above 33 lbs. fat in seven consecutive days, 
the claim this time being for a production of 684.8 
Ibs. milk containing 33.198 Ibs. fat with the test still . 
in progress. She freshened at the age of 5 years, 1 
month and 18 days. Her sire is Avon Pontiac Echo 
203055. her dam is Belle Model Pietje 3d 404321. She 
was bred by Mr. A. C. Hardy, Brockville, Ont., and is 
now owned by Mr. Carl EF. Schmidt, Oscoda, Michigan. 
In the announcement card of last year I reported this 
cow as producing 33.014 lbs. fat from 686.2 Ibs. milk, 
and gave her fine records made in her two-year-old 
test. Continued on strictly official test last year she 
is credited with producing 10,454.1 Ibs. milk contain- 
ing 369.317 Ibs. fat in 120 days. with credits for the 
intervening months more than proportional.. The 35th 
volume of the Blue Book gives these intervening rec- 
ords. It will be noted that in the present test she has 
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considerably increased her record of a year ago; and 
for a cow to exceed 33 lbs. fat two years in succession 
is no small honor. The test has been most carefully 
supervised and verified, the Superintendent of Official 
Testing for the State of Michigan himself taking part 
and the test still being under constant watch at this 
writing. Computed on the 80% basis, the equivalent 
butter claimed for Eco-Sylv Belle Pietje amounts to 
41.497 ibs.

RETEST GUARANTEES FROM ACCREDITED HERDS 
PENNSYLVANIA reader raises a question as to the 
propriety of offering retest guarantees where ani- 
mals are sold at auction from fully accredited 
herds. We quote: 


“T have often been somewhat confused by noticing ad- 
vertisements of Accredited Herds at dispersal. The ad- 
vertiser seeming to think he was giving a double guarantee 
by offering a 60 or 90-day retest when by so doing he was 
casting a reflection upon the Accredited Herd Plan (un- 
consciously). The Pennsylvania Sanitary Live Stock Board 
permits breeders going outside the state to buy animals 
(and rightly so) and placing them in their herds without a 
retest. 

“Perhays a discussion of this situation in the columns 


of the World would result in the discontinuance of this 
thoughtless and perhaps damaging practice.’’ . 

We are inclined to agree with our correspondent that 
a retest guarantee on animals sold from Accredited herds 
is superfluous and contrary to the spirit under which 
Accredited herd certificates are granted. We would be 
glad to have the views not only of breeders but also of 
our livestock sanitary officials regarding this point.

A. W. BROWN 

Holstein breeders throughout the country wili be 
saddened to learn of the death on Wednesday, December 
3, of A. W. Brown, West Winfield, N. Y. Mr. Brown, who 
recently passed his eightieth birthday, had been ill for 
about two weeks with a cold which developed into bron- 
chial pneumonia and resulted in his death. | 

Mr. Brown is survived by his widow and two sons, 
William and Walter, who are carrying on the Holstein 
breeding establishment and breeding operations at West 
Winfield. 

The name of A. W. Brown is inseparably. connected 
with the early history of the Holstein cow in New York 
State, as he was one of the very earliest breeders and in 
point of service one of the oldest in the state. Mr. 
Brown was honored upon many occasions with offices in 
the state organization, having served as vice-president, 
director and delegate to many Holstein meetings. He 
was a member of the Board of Supervisors of Otsego 
County for eight consecutive terms. He was known 
throughout the state as one of the leaders in farm life in 
his community. 

It was in 1874 that the father of A. W.-Brown started 
in the business of breeding Holsteins. the son became a 
member of the firm shortly thereafter.

Such sires as Paul Beets De Kol, Aaggie Cornucopia Jo- 
hanna Lad, Korndyke Queen De Kol’s Prince and King 
Hengerveld Segis have stood in service in this herd and 
many of the best offspring of these sires were bred there. 
Two sons of Colantha Sir Aaggie have headed the herd in 
later years. The A. W. Brown herd has always been 
known as a leading breeding establishment and many a 
younger breeder has owed his start to a foundation pur- 
chased here. 

Suitable resolutions were adopted at the recent meet- 
ing of the Advisory Council and Board of Directors of the 
New York Holstein-Friesian Association held in Syracuse, 
and the funeral services were attended by Charles F. Big- 
ler representing the State Association. Burial was made 
in Plainville cemetery.

1. Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d 


Juniors who have studied their 
Manual—and of course you all have— 
are pretty well posted on feeding and 
fitting and showing their calves, and 
the more they practice what the Man- 
ual preaches, the more they learn 
about these important subjects. But 
if you go very far in the breeding of 
Holsteins, it is also important that 
you know something about Holstein 
blood lines. I have been studying 
this subject for more than twenty 
years, starting when I was just a kid 
younger than most of you, so maybe 
I might have a few ideas that would 
be helpful to you. The Junior Editor 
has suggested that I talk to you about 
the breeding of the cows that have 
produced over 1,000 Ibs. fat—that’s 
1,250 lbs. butter—in a year. We call 
them “the Dairy Queens” and already 
there are over one hundred of them 
in the Holstein breed in the United 
States and Canada and more coming- 
all the time. 

The first cow of any breed to pro- 
duce 1,000 lbs. fat in a year was a 
Holstein, Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d. 
She was bred in Michigan, in the in- 
stitution now known as Pontiac State 
Hospital, which explains the first 
word in her name. When just a baby 
heifer she was bought by Stevens 
Bros.-Hastings Co., of Liverpool, N. 
Y., who tested her every time she 
freshened for a good many years and 
made a lot of good records with her. 
In the fall of 1910 she made a 7-day 


record of 37.21 lbs. butter, which was 
the first 37-lb. record. At that time 
the semi-official test was a new thing 
and breeders were just beginning to 
experiment with it, the Stevens firm 
being one of the pioneers in this line. 
They ran Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d 
for a year and made a record of l1,- 
271.6 lbs. butter with 25,318 lbs. milk, 
the first record above 1,000 Ibs. of 
fat.

time. He was the first Century sire 
with over 100 A. R. O. daughters, ang 
for a long time had more 30-lb. daugh- 
ters and more 20-lb. daughters than 
any other sire. He was also a herd 
sire in the Pontiac herd, where many 
of his daughters were mated with 
Pontiac Korndyke. There are very 
few, if any, Holstein crosses that 
have been as successful as the crogs- 
ing of Pontiac Korndyke with the 
daughters of Hengerveld De Kol. This 
cross produced not only Pontiac Clo. 
thilde De Kol 2d but also her sister, 
Pontiac Pet, who beat her on 7-day 
work, and Pontiac Rag Apple, the 
second four-year-old to make over 3] 
Ibs.. It produced such sires as King 
of the Pontiacs, with more large rec- 
ord daughters than any other sire, in 
short-time work, Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke, one of the greatest sires 
of the breed in long-time work, Dutch- 
land Sir Pontiac Rag Apple, who has 
a daughter above 1,000 lbs. fat and 
a son and two grandsons with daugh- 
ters above 1000 Ibs. fat, Korndyke 
Abbekerk with nine 30-lb. daughters, 
and others nearly as good. 

Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d has 
four A. R. O. daughters. None of 
them are very sensational, but three 
of them have records from 21 to 26 
lbs. Her sons are more famous. They 
are King Segis Pontiac, King Segis 
De Kol Korndyke and It.

Respectfully calling your attention to the enclosure which 
is an exact photographic reproduction of a check given to Dr, 
Scott of this city by one H. C. Helms, for who we hold felony 
warrant, charging ‘‘Cheating by False Pretence,’’ Helms, deg- 
cription appears on the reverse side of the check. 

Helms is a polished confidence worker and is known to have 
victimized Cattle Breeders throughout Iowa, Minnesota, Michi- 
gan, Kentucky, Tennessee and has recently attempted similar 
operations at Oswego, N. Y., Albany, 
other points. He is very well versed in thoroughbred Dairy 
Cattle, and operates his game by representing himself as an 
agent for some ,large Creamery Company, commissioned by 
them to buy Dairy Cattle for them. 

He usually calls on one of the leading Veterinaries and gets 
a line-up on such herds, then gets the Veterinary to introduce 
him to the herd owners. At the first herd he makes a small 
selection, agrees on price and terms of shipment, then he 
proceeds to the second herd for the purpose of purchasing 
cattle in sufficient quantity to make one carload. During the 
course of this operation he inquires whether he would be able 
to get a check cashed. Upon presentation of apparently proper 
— the check is cashed which later proves to be a 
raud. 

When identification was requested in the above referred to 
case, he exhibited letters and mail which served to identify 
him, and a bank book on the Citizens State Bank of Cham- 
paign, Illinois, which showed a deposit of $6,000. Also one on. 
the Farmers and Merchants Bank of Nashville, Tennessee 
with a deposit of approximately $9,000. 

My investigation in this matter proves conclusively that 
this fellow has operated this game for a period extending over- 
one year, and confines his operation to breeders of Jersey, 
Guernsey, and Holstein Dairy Cattle. The last I heard of him 
was in Grand Rapids, Michigan, about four weeks ago, where 
he fleeced a Holstein breeder out of $650.00. 

We are fully determined to not only stop this fellow’s 
nefarious operations, but to land him. I therefore ask your co- 
operation and request that you get in touch with and warn 
your association members of this fellow. Instruct them to be 
on the lokout for him as he is certain to make his appearance 
in the near future, and if he does, to cause his arrest and wire 
us collect.

Chicago, Dec. 16—A world’s 
temple to agriculture, the largest 
building in the world, including a 


radiocasting tower rivaling the Eiffel 
tower in Paris, a convention hal! of 
20,000 seats, and a commercial hotel 
_of 3,500 rooms, the whole to cost 
$30,000,000, is planned by a midwest 
group headed by Frank O. Lowden, 
former governor of Illinois. The 
, structure to be erected here would 
; be known as the American Agricul- 
tural Society building. 

According to announced plans, the 
building would be the national cen- 
ter of farm activities in America, 
‘guch as was urged in recent resolu- 
tions adopted by delegates to the 
American Farm Bureau federation 
convention. Associated with Low- 
den, are William Wrigley, Jr., Rob- 
ert M. Stewart, Lawrence Whiting 
and others. 

Financing of the project is assured, 
according to Whiting, whose com- 
pany, financed the American Furni- 
tur Mart building recently com- 
pleted here. 

The building would front on Mich- 
igan boulevard at the juncture wita 
the Chicago river, with docks for 
passenger and freight boats and

warehouse facilities, and would in- 
clude a suburban train station. 

Efforts will be made to have the 
structure completed by May 1, 1927, 
according to Whiting. 

The proposed building would, after 
the fashion of the Grand Central 
terminal development in New York, 
be constructed over the Illinois Cen- 
tral and New York Central switch- 
ing tracks, and would be erected on 
stilts. The suburban terminal would 
underlie the building. 

The whole structure would, as far 
as known here, be the largest build- 
ing in the world. The _ tentative 
plans call for a 700-foot tower sur- 
mounted by a few hundred feet of 
open steel tower. 

The entire building would cover 
five acres.

COLLEGE BELLE WAYNE DEAD 

Brookings, S. D., Dec. 10—College 
Belle Wayne is dead. Probably no do- 
mestic animal, and few humans, are 
better kn»wn throughout the length 
and breadth of South Dakota than this 
old Holstein dairy cow that has been 
in the dairy herd at South Dakota 
State College for the past sixteen 
years. 

Hundreds of students that have 


graduated from the agricultural course 
in the past two decades can recall the 
patient, gentle dairy matron that was 
the object of their study through 
many a cClass' period. Dairymen 
throughout the state and nation re- 
member her as a world’s record hold- 
er at one time. Even today, she holds 
the seven-day record of milk produc- 
tion for South Dakota. 

College Belle Wayne was raised at 


December 20, 1924 


the college farm over sixteen years 
ago and was one of the foundation ap- 
imals of the fine herd at the college 
today. Several of her sons and daugh- 
ters have become noted in Holstein 
circles in this and other states.

SAN LUIS VALLEY A NEW DAIRY 
CENTER 


The second dairy campaign con- 
ducted in the San Luis Valley of 
Colorado recently, just one year af- 
ter the first was made, proved to H. 
R. Lascelles, State Dairy Field Agent, 
W. H. Olin, Agricultural Agent of 
the D. & R. G. Railroad, C. M. Long, 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America field force, and a number 
of prominent Valley business men 
and farmers that rapid progress is 
being made in making that section 
a recognized dairy center. The last 
two-weeks’ campaign was a strenu- 
ous but fruitful one, according to Mr. 
Long, for during that time from 
four to six. well-attended meetings 
were held each day. Dairy cattle 
demonstrations were made at all the 
stops during the day and in the even- 
ing large gatherings were addressed 


in school houses and commercial 
clubs on the itinerary. 
In area the San Luis Valley is 


about the size of Massachusetts. Its 
many thousands of acres of irrigated 
land are extremely fertile and will 
grow everything the dairy cow needs. 
‘The climate is temperate; never get- 
ting very cold nor very warm. The 
grain crops that can be grown to the 
best advantage are oats and barley. 
For hay, alfalfa grows in abundance, 
and for succulent feed they have ir- 
rigated pastures which will carry two 
cows to the acre, and Russian sun- 
flower which makes from 20 to 30 
tons of silage to the acre with prac-

tically no cultivation. In addition, all 
varieties of the different root crops 
make exceptional yields. 

The Valley is an old lake bed lying 
about 7,500 feet above sea level and 
is surrounded by. mountain ranges 
that go up many thousands of feet 
higher. 

After organizing the San Luis Val- 
ley Dairy Association about one year 
ago, one of the first steps taken was 
the employment of the present field 
man, Max C. Grandy. He has accom- 
plished considerable in the short time 
that he has been at work, one of his 
most recent achievements being the 
selection of a Holstein herd which 
took second place in a strong ring at 
the Colorado State Fair. The twelve 
Holsteins sent to this fair came 
back with four first prizes and four 
second prize ribkons.

PRODUCTION INCREASING IN 
SOUTH CAROLINA 


Princess Ona Magician 702689, a 
Holstein heifer in the Clemson Col- 
lege herd, has just completed a jun- 
ior two-year-old record that is the 
highest in the state of South Caro- 
lina for all breeds at that age, ac- 
cording to A. B. Bryan of Clemson 
College. Her figures are given as 
19,707.6 lbs. milk containing 854.45 lbs. 
butter which is a very creditable jun- 
ior two-year-old performance. Five 
Jerseys in the college herd have also 
recently broken state records for that 
breed in their respective classes. 

Mr. Bryan reports that during the 
past year 58 cows and heifers of 
the three major breeds, Holstein, 
Guernsey and Jersey, have completed 
year records in South Carolina. The 
Guernsey record makers were the 
most numerous, the 39 records aver- 
aging 9,901.8 lbs. milk and 502.72 Ibs. 
fat. The ten Jerseys averaged 10,- 
138.2 lbs. milk with 512.93 lbs. fat and 
the nine Holsteins averaged best of 
all for either milk or butter, the 
figures being 647.13 lbs. fat from 18, 
279.2 lbs. milk.

HOME FARM DISPERSAL AVERAGES $242 


The W. B. Barney & Sons herd of 57 head, dispersed at Home Farm on 
October 14th, brought a total of $13,810, or an average per head of $242. The 
26 females over two years old brought an average of $326 and the 18 A. R. O. 
animals averaged $354. The 13 bulls, including several from untested or 
small record dams, brought an average of $153 and the 18 females under two 
vears old averaged $185. The Home Farm herd, established in 1881, was the 
oldest Holstein herd west of the Mississippi, and the prices secured give evi- 
dence of the quality of the herd developed by the Barneys. Buyers were 
present from four states and Canada, the out-of-state buyers taking about a 
dozen of the higher priced animals, the balance of the herd remaining in Iowa. 
Gustave Pabst, Hollyhock Farms, Dousman, Wis., was the heaviest buyer, pay- 
ing $2,035 for three head, including the two highest priced animals in the 
sale. Top price was $850, paid by Col. Pabst for Sadie Cornucopia Whitebird, 
an 1100-lb. daughter of Sir Sadie Cornucopia, from a granddaughter of the 
old show bull, Jewel of Home Farm. He also paid $500 for her 1000-lb. sister, 
Sadie Fobes of Home Farm, and $685 for Quoque Korndyke Sadie Vale, a 
35.96-lb. daughter of King Korndyke Sadie Vale 24th. Fredmar Farms, St. 
Louis, Mo., took four head at $1,530, including Home Farm Sadie Vale Em- 
press, an 851-lb. junior three-year-old daughter of King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
24th at $625 and Sadie Whitebird of Home Farm, a 903-lb. daughter of Sir 
Sadie Cornucopia at $435. W. J. Elgie of Saulte Ste. Marie, Ontario, whose 
show herd had such a successful season this past fall, bought two show cows 
for just $1,000, paying $550 for Sadie Gerben of Home Farm, a 921-Jb. daugh- 
ter of Sir Sadie Cornucopia, and $450 for a yearling daughter of Woodcrest 
Sir Clyde from a 35.96-lb. dam. Other out-of-state buyers were Minnesota Hol- 
stein Co., Austin, Minn., who paid $400 for a beautiful three-year-old. daugh- 
ter of Woodcrest Sir Clyde from a 30.9-lb. dam, and Leslie Ash, Alden, Minn., 
who bought the highest priced bull in the sale, Home Farm Prince Fobes, a 
1000-Ib. son of Woodcrest Sir Clyde, for $350. Among the local buyers, Chas. 
Otis of Boone, and the Iowa State Board of Control both bought one or more 
$300 animals. In all eight animals brought prices ranging from $490 to $850, 
and three more brought $300 or over. Just half of the offerings brougint $200 
or over. Other Iowa buyers in addition to those already mentioned were 
Helmke & McPeak of Renwick, who paid $135 for the senior sire, King Korn- 
dyke Sadie Vale 24th, now almost ten years old, also A. J. Tearle of Reinbeck,

great animal. She was only a cow, but 
the lesson of her life of service to her 
owner and to the public is one to which 
attention may well be called. She was 
the world’s greatest milk producer and 
the world’s greatest dairy cow. During 
the World War her milk product for one 
year, if sold at retail prices, would have 
brought $1,236. She was known wher- 
ever dairying was known. During her 
fifteen years of life she lent a full meas- 
ure of devotion to the purpose for which 
she was created, and well might we, as 
Lions, emulate this example. Her course 
was patient, consistent and affectionate, 
so far as an animal’s could be in the 
conduct of life as it touches the master 
and the public. In an advertising sense 
she was Yolo county’s best friend. To- 
day she lies buried in a trench with hun- 
dreds of others, having given her life 
that a dread contagion might be obliter- 
ated for other animals.

CROSSING BREEDS A MISTAKEN 
EFFORT 


The results of painstaking care 
exercised by breeders for centuries 
are being wiped out in certain see. 
tions where some dairy farmers are 
crossing breeds in a mistaken effort 
to secure a higher quality of milk 
and more of it, says E. J. Perry, dairy 
specialist, at the College of Agricyj- 
ture in New Brunswick. 

“The development of each dairy 
breed,” explains Mr. Perry, “is the 
result of a process of selection coy. 
ering hundreds of years. Thou. 
sands of men have spent the best 
years of their lives in breeding up 
pure strains of cattle. Through per. 
sistent selection certain characters 
have become fixed. By _ crossing 
different breeds we interfere with 
the transmission of the factors 
which account for the distinct char. 
acters of each breed. 

“In crossing breeds there is not 
an exact blending of the charac. 
ters as is often supposed. Instead, 
an entirely new combination usually 
results. The offspring of the cross 
may be fairly desirable, but for 
breeding purposes they are always 
uncertain. 

“The dairyman 
choose the breed 
his tastes and meets the market 
requirements. Select good _individ- 
uals of a certain breed, and use a 
registered sire of superior merit 
both as to type and as to production. 
Then the building up of a good look- 
ing herd having high average produc- 
tion is reasonably certain.”

TOO MUCH CREDIT 

E. L. Jack, Secretary of the Grove 
City Holstein Club, takes exceptions 
to the claim of Cook & Bennetch in 
the issue of Dec. 6th, that their cow, 
Arona De Kol Netherland 2d was the 
highest producing C. T. A. cow in 
Pennsylvania for June 1924, her pro- 
duction being 2,439 lbs. milk. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Jack, the Holstein 
cow, Maplehurst Pontiac Boukina, 
owned by W. D. White of Grove City, 
Pa., and a member of the Grove City 
Cc. TT. A., produced during June, 
2,489.3 lbs. milk containing 99.6 Ibs. 
fat, on twice a day milking and with 
just ordinary care. These figures 
were not submitted by Mr. Jack in a 
spirit of criticism or to detract in 
any way from the fine performance 
of the Cook & Bennetch cow, but 
just to show that there was another 
good Holstein in the state with an 
even better production. Both cows 
were certainly very worthy examples 
of the economic production of the 
Black and White.

The surprise of the Washington 
and Oregon vote November 4 on the 
question of continuing the manufac. 
ture and sale of oleomargarine was 
not in its defeat, but in its defeat by 
so decisive majority and with many 
farming counties, some of them 
largely devoted to dairying, taking 
sides against the bill. To the propa- 
ganda against dollar butter, creation 
of monopolies and class legislation 
may be attributed the result, which 
with the present comparative prices 
of butter and feed and the large 
stores on hand, makes the prospect 
for the dairy farmer anything but 
hopeful. In Oregon the vote of the 
city of Portland alone was enough to 
defeat the bill. and in Washington 
the votes of Seattle, Tacoma and 
Spokane. The bills were identical, 
forbidding the manufacture of vege- 
table oil substitutes in which dairy 
products are used. They were passed 
early in 1923 by the respective legis- 
latures and were then referred by 
oleo interests to the people.

An increase of 70.5 per cent over 
the production of her dam as a 
mature cow has been registered as a 
junior 3-year-old by Ida U Segis Alta 
Posch, daughter of King Segis Ma- 
tador Walker, the best proven son of 
“Matador” and herd sire at the Uni- 
versity of Idaho. In 365 days this 
heifer produced 20,642.2 pounds of 
milk and 682.17 of butterfat, thus be- 
coming the eighth cow in the uni- 
versity herd to make over 20,000 
pounds of milk, out of a total of 14 
old enough to have borne two calves, 
and in a milking herd of only 21 
cows. She is the second highest 
junior 3-year-old in Idaho, being sur- 
passed only by her stable-mate and 
half sister, Ida U Segis Colantha. Her 
performance pays further tribute to 
the worth of her sire and furnishes 
further evidence of the advantage to 
be gained in using good bulls.

On the accredited list five years, 
and passing 11 tests in nine years 
without ever a suspicion of the pres- 
ence of tuberculosis, is the record of 
the University of Idaho dairy herd of 
60 purebred Holsteins and Jerseys. 
Tests began in May, 1915. 
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Idaho Segis Walker Colantha, one 
of the good cows in the University of 
Idaho herd and dam of one of the 
pulls in the Boundary County Hol- 
stein Bull Association at Bonner’s 
Ferry, Ida., recently made a 365-day, 
senior 4-year-old record of 18,480 
pounds milk and 667.32 pounds but- 
terfat. But for a severe attack of 
bloat, as the result of which she 
all but died, the animal undoubtedly 
would have made 1,000 pounds of 
butter. She is of excellent conforma- 
tion and her son should do a great 
deal of good in his community.

The herd of five Holsteins owned 
by Rawson Taylor of Preston, Ida., 
which was high herd in the Franklin 
County Cow Testing Association for 
October, consists of heifers sired by 
an excellent bull formerly owned by 
Taylor. The bull is still in service 
in the county, and from present in- 
dications his value will be greatly in- 
creased by testing his daughters.

The annual dairy cattle judging 
contest for college students at the 
Pacific International was won this 
year by the team from the University 
of Idaho, which incidentally won the 
silver cup offered by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America for 
the highest score on Holsteins, and 
which contained two men, out of 15 
in the contest, who made the highest 
individual score on Holsteins. Evi- 
dently the classroom work on show 
type , with Idaho Violet Posch 
Ormsby as a living model, has accom- 
plished results! The Idaho team, 
made up of H. W. Thulin, David 
Fales and Dan Warren, and coached 
by F. W. Atkeson, head of the dairy 
department, made a total score of 
3,208 points, to 3,203 by its nearest 
competitor, the Washington State 
college team. Its total on Holsteins 
was 896 points, 25 points ahead of 
the British Columbia team, and on 
Ayrshires 647, 20 points ahead of 
the Canadians. It ranked only 
fourth on Guernseys and fourth on 
Jerseys, but its lead on the other two 
breeds enabled it to nose out the old- 
time rival from Pullman. Thulin 
scored 327.5 (first) on Holsteins, 
thereby winning a_ silver medal 
offered by the Western Dairy Instruc- 
tors’ association; and he made 1,182 
points out of a possible 1,500 on all 
four breeds, thereby winning one of 
three association gold medals. He 
was second high man on Ayrshires 
and fourth on Jerseys, but he fell 
down badly on Guernseys. Fales of 
Idaho ranked next to Thulin on Hol- 
steins with 310 points. University of 
British Columbia students had a good 
eye for black and whites, also, George 
M. Dynes; Bruce McCurrah and T. 
G. Wilkensen ranking third, fourth 
and sixth, respectively, while H. P. 
Dykstra and R. A. Polson of W. S. C. 
stood fifth and seventh, respectively. 
Dan Warren of Idaho was in seventh. 





REMEDY FOR CALF SCOURS 

A simple remedy for calf scours 
which is often used is limewater. 
Cut the feed of the calf to one-half 
the usual amount and add a pint of 
clear lime water for one or two feeds. 
Then bring the calf gradually back to 
full feed again.
